Philadelphia Firei— Great Damage. 


Pmt/ADELPinA, February 29.— Five fires 


occurred during the night. Owing to the 
violence ot the winds and tbe great distance 
between tbe various alai ms, tbe firemen found 
much tronble lu keeping tbe flames nnder 
control. The most disastrous was at tbe 
chemical works of Powers A Welghtman, the 
laikest of tbe kind In the country, which 
n ere totally destroyed 
The loss at this place 


will be over a million dollars. The fire was 
first discovered about ten o'clock, bat tbe 
alarm w»s not responded to because tbe only 
engines In that firedt5trlctwere«lready engag- 
ed In combatting a similar nre In wool mills at 
Second and I/ehlgh aienue.- One of the two 
engines which answered the first call came a 
dlst*oce of nearly two miles. The store of 
Coon Bros. & Co , produce commlvtlon mer- 
chants, 8V South Water street, was damaged 
$10,000. About the same time the Echo 
Carpet Mill, Lehlgh Avenue and Palethorpc 
street, and threo or four dwellings adjoining 
were destrojed, Involving a loss of I ^5,000. 
The other fires were not so serlou3,-but fre- 
quent' alarms served to distract the firemen 
and t«T the department to Its fullest cap-city. 
Eveij fire campany In tbe city nos In se> vice 
at one time. At 2 15 a. m. a general alaiiu 
**a sounded. 
The firemen responded as 


promptly as possible, but they were w«ry. 
Another and fires burning In various ooctlons 
ot the city made their work appear endlM*. 
They were benumbed with cold, but sue 
cocded In keeping neighboring buildings 
soaked with *»ter, as the winds enveloped 
them In a perfect Storm ot sparks and cinders. 
By three thecbtaulcals seniued to bum with 
such extraordinary fierceness and were evi- 
dently spreading so rapidly that residents of 
the neighborhood, left their bouses under the 
Imp> .ision that a terrible explosion w»s liable 
to occur at *ny moment It was difficult 
to calm them and induce them not to 
risk tbe lives of their children by ex- 
posing them on such a night. 
At this 


time the entire square seemed to be a vast 
snetL of fUtlie, and tmou mtier three explo- 
sions ot fusil oil occurred. The burning 
fl uld ran through the streets and the firemen 
called upon citizens to help rescue tbeenglnes 
and hose carriages from the river ot blazing 
141. The oil soon bnrned Itself out, but the 
flarnes had spread across the alley-way to a 
five story brick building stored with a laige 
Quantity ot combustible materials. 
Tbe 


building with all IU contents WAS entirely 
destroyed. Up to 5 o'clock the flames steadi- 
ly triumphed over opposition, lighting up tbe 
entire city, while tbe neighboring^ streets 
were blocked with panic stricken residents; 
removing their goods to places ot safety. 
from 5 until noon the progress ot the 
fire was confined to burning inflammable 
matter within the confines already described 
and there »«s no fear of it spreading. Some 
neighboring houses had their roofs and fronts 
burnt and fronts d»maged by fire and falling 
nails, but the thorough drenching with water 
during tbe night prevented their total des- 
truction. 
It has boon Impossible so far 


to obtain from «>*y one connected with the 
fiiui any Idea ot the value ot the machinery 
and stock. General estimates vary from a 
million to million and a half and put tbe In- 
surance at over five hundred thousand, of 
which $215,000 is lu this city. The remainder 
Is In ewtern and foreign companies. 


It is ascertained that on a portion of the 


property destroyed there Is an insurance ot 
I2&0.000. The total loss will greatly exceed 
the amount of Insurance. The fii ui state that 
it Is Impossible to form an estimate of Uie 
loss, owing to tbe large numbers and varying 
cost and character ot the articles nnder 
manufacture. This was the largest establish- 
ment of the kind In tbe country and dealers 
In foreign quinine at New York to-day put 
up the price from .30 to SI 55 per ounce. 


Fire broke out about seven this evening In 


Ivodger'a lamp, oil aud crockery store, South 
Second street, said to have Bean caused by 
explosion of coal oil. The flames spread 
rapidly and Philip 11, Kelly and wife, who 
occupied the third floor found their escape 
cut off «nd jumped from a window to tbe 
pavement. Mrs, Kelly had her ftkull frac- 
tured and her husband an anile fractured.

Before leaving Colorado Springs 1 had 


numerous requests to give the chances and, 
probabilities of success In prospecting In New 
Mexico 
This I promised to do through the 


GAII- ITK. I have been here but little over a 
vccok, and have ueeu but little of the mining 
regions of the teiritory, aud can give only 
what I Have gathered from tbe miners and 
prospectors 1 have met with, and what I have 
seen In this district; the only one 1 have yet 
visited, Those I have met Kith agree in all 
things save In regard to the comparative worth 
of the several districts 
In this there Is the 


same diversity of opinion as found In Colo- 
rado. 
On the main point, however—tbe 


probability ot securing good properties by 
location In the 'present known districts—all 
agree. And the same holds good for Arizona. 


But first a little on the country. There are 


two rock formations In which the silver oico 
are found iu New Mexico granite and lioie 
or lime contwL The ores found In, or In 
contact with the lime, are chiefly lead ore, 
galena «">tl carbonates, generally pockety and 
ot low n»de In silver. I have sera none of 
tuooe mines. The gr«nito of New Mexico, In 
which silver Is found, 1 am told Is much th* 
same the teultory over as what Is here at 
Black Hawk, and Is distinguished by geolo- 
gists by the term syenltic Kimlte, as. In "Mi- 
tlon to quartz and feld spar, it contains both 
hornblende and mica 
It is here called 


syenite, probably because of tbe gleat ex»'» 
of hornblende over the. mlcv 1 find no 
other country rock around Black Hawk. 
There are w'i*f are here called porpbjir dikes, 
craning through the coarser crys'-ied »rauite, 
but I am unable to xc the porphj^'or the 
dikes. All is of the same substances, differ- 
ing only in crystalline structure. That which 
is c»Ued porpbjiy Being finer grained aud 
having distinct cleavage-planes correspond- 
ing with the course and dip of the aom 
TiHi alone'would be proof positive that they 
are not dikes, but in addition to this they 
change on one side by gmdnal gradation Into 
the coarse cijoUlline syenitlc gr«nite—the 
country rock. It Is not necessary to theorize 
as to the cause of the difference iu. the crys-

This district Is on the summit of tbe cofr 


tlnemal divide, .ind yet the elevation is but 
6,000 feet above sea level. The upheaval of 
the cbaln was probably much less here th«n 
it was In Colorado, but there are unmls"* 
able evidences that the belghth h-s be™ 
greatly reduced by Inundation. .And, t|il« 
too, I regard as favorable to the finding of 
itch and reliable luewlllferous fissure vei 
as, in this c><e, the present surface rock must 
once have been deeply buried.

The low grade ores are only 
so from tlio stiver being diffused sparingly 
through the rook, and not to the baser metals, 
as in most other mining regions. 


s \\ as to bo expected these extremely rlcu 


ores are not' continuous in the veins, but 
found in pockets and chimneys, and they may 
be found to be confined to smflll areas, and as 
compared with the number of locationt al- 
ready made, to few veins. In regard to depth 
there can be no question, as the veins are fis- 
sure. In tbe Blp* Hawk, the s»ma ores as 
were <*kea from norths surface, which 
m%de thn mine famous tit once, were found at 
tbe grettat depth reached—400 feet. 


So little development has yet been made 


that the worth of the district cannot be tdld; 
the mostc>reful estimate would be but a 
blind gue». The same rich ores that are

mined here are found In places over a wide 
extent, but little of nothing apart from iue 
richest mines Is known lu regard to quantity. 
In many of the veins the amount of rich ore 
may be too small to pay working. 


My Impressions of the district m « tihote 


are decidedly favorable, and that there are 
some marvelously rich veins and ores has 
boon demonstrated by the workings of the 
.Solid Silver company. 


The need of territorial mining laws, simi- 


tar to those of Colorado, Is seen and felt In 
every mining district In the territory; There 
are a few regulations and requirements made 
by territorial statute, but these do not reach 
or cover the most Important or valued points 
In Colorado law. Location Is made by mltlng, 
or posting notice, aud withlu ninety days the 
boundaries are to be marked and defined by 
stone monuments and the claim recorded, 
giving some natural landmark or permanent 
monument "as will Identify the claim," and 
locations are to bo made In rock lu place 
bearing gold, sliver, or etc. This, so far as It 
goes, is well If carried out, but It Is abont all 
a dead letter. 


When a location Is made upon cropping!) of 


supposed valne, the requirements may oft 
times be met and the location fixed by per- 
manent objects so that It c«n be ascertained 
therefrom; but I am told that In most instonces 
no defining landmarks are given. Tbe locat- 
ing monument Is of ten but three or four small 
stones placed in a clump of bushes where it 
c*nnot be soon, and these markings of the 
boundaries the same.
